Mules for South Afcican %War.

Cunanreston, Nov. 1.—South Caro-
lina mules will be employed in South
Africa against the Boers, and Charles-
leston will probably be made a quar-
termaster station for the British army.
Mr. George A. Douglas was to-day
given a confract by ~her majesty’s con-
sul, Col. De Coetlogan, to furnish 1,500
head of mules to the government of
Grent Britain for war purposes, to be
delivered either in Charleston or Sa-
vannah. Being a Charlestonian, Mr.
Douglas will use his efforts to have
this city named as the depot for the
delivery of the niules,

Mr. Douﬁlas will go to work at once
securing the number of mules called
for in the contract, and as fast asa
carload is purchased they will be ship-
ped to this c:tgr. .

The work of securing such a number
of mules at this season of the yeuris
not an easy task, pa the market in this
State isshort on mules. Later on, how-
ever, it is thought that the market will
be flooded and he will have no diffienlty
in filling the contract. In purchasing
the mules, Mr, Douglas will confine his
operations to this State as far as pos-
sible, so.as to keep the money spent at
home. He will probably have to make
frequent triﬁa through thn State in or-
der to get ihe required number called
for in the confract.

Only firet-class mules, sound in every
respect, will be received, and a good
price will be paid for them. Purchase

‘'will be madg froin one to a-hundred or

more.

If the mules are londed at Charleston,
on & British transport, it will provea
,b,qi thing for the city, for the 3upglwa
will, of course, be purchased here,
which will in itself amount to a gond
big sum, ns enough will have to be

‘purchassd to lasi for. some time.—

WasHiNGTON, November 5.—A vigor-
ous plea for rural free dolivery is made
in the annual revort of First Assistant
Postmaster General Perry 8. Heath,
made public to-night. My, Heath says
the service so far has resulted in in-
ereased postal veecipts, enhancement of
the value of ium lnnds reached by ru-
ral free delivery of from 2 to & per
nere; o general improvement of the
condition of the voads traversed by the
rural earrier; better prices tor arm
produets, the producers being brought
in daily toueh with the state of the
markets, besides educational benetits
conferred by relieving the nonotony
of farm life through ready aecess to
wholesome literature and knowledge of
current events,

On November1 raral free delivery
was in succeessful operation over idss
services, radinting over 40 States and
one Territory, Ldaho, Wyoming, Miss-
issippi and Montana being the only
States unrepresented,

Small Mills Pay Best.

The Wool and Cotton Reporter has
discovered that the small cotton mills
pay the highest dividends in North
Carolina, and that men who are able to
build big mills prefer to put their mony
instend into two or three small ones.
The Springtleld Republiean remarks:

“The argnment of experience, any
more than that of theory, is not wholly
on the side of large concentration of
.capital. This hasits great advantages,
but there are offsetting factors ﬂnch as
 loss of efficiency and close economy
in operation from the lack of close Ipm'-
sonal supervision on the part of those
whose property is at stake.”

That is an encouraging view to takoe
in this day of great ecombinations and
trusts when the little fellow is so often
ﬁq'u_uezqd out. It hasonly been a little
while sinee n proposition was scrionsly
made by some of the New England
manufacturers to combine all the cot-
ton mills in the conntry. We have not
heard anything of it 'in the last ten
days, but have no doubt that. the big
mills up North that are making no
money would be very glad to use the
small milla dowii Souih to help them
out of a hole. The total cotton crop of
this country is all sold every year,
cither at home or abrond. Aslong as
there is a demand for raw cotton, there
will be room for cotton mills near the
cotton flelds, and for this reason there
is no danger whatever that cotton mill
congtruction in the South will be over-
done. Ths larger the number of smuil
cotton mills in the South, the greater
the secgntf of the capital already in-
vested in these enterprises.—News and
Courier.

— The city of Copenhagen, Denmark,
is overran with rats, and s teying to
exterminate the pests by offering a
small hounty on each rat killed. In
the first week 6,004 rodents were ofli-
cinlly recorded as having been slangh-
tered; the number grew to 6,616 in the
second weel, amd to 6,780 in the third.
When the number shall have reached
10,000 per week it is thought that
some impression will have been made
onthe ariny of rats. Meanwhile rat
eatching is a popular and lucrative
sport with the youth of the town.
